Two have previously been delivered 
to Ghana.

Premier Returns 
From Soviet Union 

Prime Minister and Mrs. Einar 
Gerhardsen returned to Oslo June 
9, after a successful, though stren¬ 
uous, 9-day official visit to the 
Soviet Union. The Norwegian Prem¬ 
ier told reporters that his political 
discussions with Soviet leaders had 
been very satisfactory. It was later 
announced that he has invited Sov¬ 
iet Prime Minister Alexei Kozygin to 
visit Noway at his own conven- 


A joint communique, issued at 
the end of the political talks, said 
both parties were concerned over 
deterioration of the international 
situation in certain parts of the 
world, which is seriously jeopardiz¬ 
ing peace. They agreed that all 
conflicts between states should be 
solved by peaceful means and that 
co-existence and co-operation be¬ 
tween states of different social sys¬ 
tems, based on complete equality 
and non-intervention in the internal 
affairs of other states, are necessary 
to create mutual understanding and 
trust in the world. 

The necessity of preserving UN 
as a main instrument for mainten¬ 
ance of peaceful relations among 
the nations was stressed in the 
communique. In order to achieve 
that aim, strict observance of the 
Charter by all UN members is im¬ 
portant. Tn this connection, Nor¬ 
way expressed hope that the political 
and financial problems of UN might 
be solved at the earliest possible 
date. 

Both parties pledged full support 
to efforts to reach agreements on 
general and complete disarmament, 
emphasizing especially the import¬ 
ance of preventing a further spread 
of nuclear weapons. As part of a 
more comprehensive pact to safe¬ 
guard European security, based on 
mutual concessions, the idea of lim¬ 
iting armaments in various regions 
deserves serious consideration, said 
the statement.
